Notwithſtanding this {ee HOY Sir Fohs Moor and his Aſſociates had 
the Confidence to declare Six Dudley North and Mr. Box (now Sir Ralph 
Box) to be duly elected : Wherenpon Sir Ralph Box deſiring to be excuſed, 
choſe rather to pay the uſyal Fine, than ſerve in that Office whercunto 
he was never el 

After this, in ſpeanles another Common-Hall was held for the ele- 
Qionof one Sheriff in the room of Sir Ralph Box, at which the like num- 
ber of Voices were given for Mr. Papillon and Mr. Dubois, as at the former 
Common-Hall; and yet Sir Peter Rich (whoſe Name we could never 
learn was ſo much. as put to Vote. in order to-EleQtion) was declared

On the 28th of September, Sir John Moore and his Adherents ( after 
naving Wed Guild-hall with the Trained Bands, to terrifie ſuch as oppo- 
ſed rheir unjuſt Proceedings) cauſed Sir Dudley North and Sir Peter 
Rich to'be ſworn Sheriffs: At which'time Mr. Papillon and Mr. Dubois 
tendred themſelves to be ſworn , but were rejeted. © | | 

The Conſpirators againſt the Liberties of rhe City and Nation, laid 
this as a Ground-work to juſtifie what they had ſo unjuſtly done,” and 
fo puniſh the moſt Worthy and Adtive Citizens who oppoſed them in 
their Deſigns 3 thereby contriving, That theſe Sherifis , thus unjuſtly: 
impoſed upon the City, ſhould empannel Furies not only-to try'rhe 
Citizens as Rioters and MalefaQtors' for doing their duty, bur alſo-all 
ſuch as had, or ſhould, either in London or Middleſex, ſhew themſelves 
Engliſh-men in oppoſing the Deſigns of the Court, which tended to the 
utter deſtrution of our Religion and Liberties: And, to ſpeak truth, 
from hence, and from unduly impoſing aLord Mayora ſhort time after 
upon the City, may be juſtly dated the Loſs, Ruine, and Miſchief that 
hath ſince that time enſued in this-Nation, not only to the loſs and de-. 
ſtruction of multitudes in their Lives, Liberties, and Families, but alſo 
to the great hazard of the utter Extirpation of the Religion and Liber- 
ties of Engliſh-men. | « 9; = 

Ir may be'remembred by the way, That whenſoever Sir Fobn Moore 
and his Party had occaſion 'to uſe Councel for 'the carrying on their 
Deſigns with ſome ſhew of Law, Mr. Saunders, afterwards Chief- 
Juſtice, and Sir George Feffensoe; fince Lord Chancellor, were: the per- 
ſons adviſed with, and heard before the: Courr of: Aldermen, as to the 
Legality 'of Sir Fohn Moore's Adtings, Sc. when Sir Joby Moore knew 
well, that the uo Warrant2againſt the' City had been brought upon the 
Adviceof the Former, and that the Other had often ſworn the deſtructi- 
on of the City-Liberties, and that Both of th:m had fold themſelves to 
do what miſchief they contd tothe Ciry and Nation : 2o that, had-not: 
Sir Fobn Moore had a defire to be miſled, he would never have asked-or 
taken Advice from ſuch Menin ſuch a Concern. But to return'to: the 
Proceedings in Weſtminſter- Hall upon the Information, where tlie De- 
fendants found as much Partiality, and as little Juſtice, as in the City. 

In Michaelmas-Term, 168. ſeveral Motions were made on the behalf 
of the Defendents at the #ings Bench-Bar, That the Yenire facias Fur 
wight be awarded as the Law did direct, (which was to'the Coroner) : 
Bur all the Anſwer that was given, was, That the Detendants were welt 
enough, and had no reaſon to complain, as the Yeire facias was then 
awarded ; whea in truth they knew well, That had the Yexire been _+ 
306 awardc 
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awarded to the Coroner, he muſt have returned the Jury, and then the 
Defendants might have expected an indifferent Trial ; Mr. Broome the 
Coroner not being in the Conſpiracy for the deſtruQion of the Liberties 
of the City-;- and the awarding of the Yenire facies being in all Caſes 
the Act of the Court, the Court failed of their duty, in not ordering 
che ſame to be directed to the Coroner, according to Law : And the 
Law in this particular being well known to every Lawyer, is a ſtrong 
Argument, That ſuch failure of the Judges in their duty in ſo plain a 
Cale, proceeded from Corruption: rather than 7gnorance, \as will more 
fully appear by what follows. 


In Hillary-Term following, ſeveral others of the Defendants pleaded 
to Iſſue to the faid Information ; after which the Attorney-General ob- 
tained a Rule of Court to amend the Record as he ſhould think fir. The 
Defendants moved againſt this Rule, but in vain; and hereupon Mr. 
Attorney made a ſuggeſtion on the Roll, That Mr. P:/kjngton ( now 
Sir .Zhomas $502 als and Mr, Shute, two of the Defendants, were 
Sherifts of Loudon at the time of the Plea pleaded ; notwithſtand- ' 
ing which , he prays the. Yenire facias may be awarded to the 
Sheriffs ; which was done, and entred upon Record accordingly ; 
and- fo that Ifſue, as to the Sheriffs, was continued to Hillary-Term 
following, 


The Sitting after Zil/ary-Term,. « Record and Writ of Nift Prius, 
returnable in Eafter-Term tollowing, was brought down to be try'd at 
Guild-hall, Upon calling the Jury, the Lord Grey of Werk,- one of the 
Defendants, challenged the Array, for that two Knights were not re- 
turned upon the Pannel ; which Challenge was allowed by the late 
Chief-Juſtice Saunders, and the Trial for that time put off. 

According to the Law, 2nd the Courſe of the Court, that Record 
and Writ ought to have been returned and filed in the Crown Offce, and 
no new Yenire facias ought to have ifſned out for returning of a new 
Jury before the firſt day of Eaffer-Term ; and there ought to have been 
fifteen days at the leaſt between the Teffe and Return ot ſuch Yenire fa- 
cias, otherwiſe the ſame, and all theProce2dings thereupon, ought, up- 
on Motion to the Court of Kings-Bench, to be quaſhed : Yet notice was 
given for Trial.of the faid Cauſe to be had within fourteen days after the 
beginning of Eaſter-Term, upon a Yenire facias Jur* Teſte jn Hillary- 
Term betore 3 whereby, it the Poſtea, or Record of Nifi Prius, whercin 
the Lord Grey's Challenge, ſo allowed as aforeſaid, had been filed, it

would have appeared that there had been concurrent Proceſs of the 
ſame nature upon the ſaid Information, which was illegal ; and upon 
ſhewing ſuch Proceſs had iſſued out, the Court mult have adjedged 
all Proceedings thereupon to be fet aſide , either before or after 
Verdict. þ 

After Notice of, and before the Trial, the Defendants by their Coun- 
cel endeavoured ſeveral-days to move the Court , That the Writ and 
Record of Nj Prius laſt mentioned, might be filed, and. for a Copy 
thereof; but could not be heard, by reaſon of Trials at Bar for ſeveral 
days, that hinder'd it 3 and thereupon they moved at the Side-Bar, and 
the Judges bid the Councel move the Court 3 which could not be done 
until after the Trial, by reaſon aforeſaid. 

At the Trial, which was the 8th of May, 1683. before any of the 
Jury were ſworn , twa Challenges to the Array were in due manner 


made : The one was. to this , That Sir Dudley North and Sir Peter + 


Rich,who returned the Jury, were not Sheriffs of London : The other was, 
That the matter to be try'd was, To try Sir Dudley North's Title to the 
Sheriffwick ; ſhewing in particular, how his Title would be in queſtion : | 
So that it appeared the Jury then return'd was to try, Whether he had 
Title or wot to be Sheriff. ts. / 

The Chief Juſtice Saunders over-ruled both theſe Challenges as fri- 
volous : Whereupon the Defendants by their Councel moved him to 
ſeal their Bill of Exceptions, wiki they 0 Om in Care regdy 
NEroned Tor thu purpoſe s but re to ſeal it, and promi 
to do it at his Chamber, or to Cree 2 | ; 
 Hexeupon the Trial went on, and the Defendants were found guilty 
by direQtion of the faid Chie-Juſtice, upon proof made, That ſome of 
them had continued together after the pretended Adjournment, and 
Proclamation made by Sir John Moore, then Lord Mayor ; and that 
others had been at Gz/d-hall before ſuch Adjournment, and others af- 
ter all was over, the leaſt breach of the Peace not being proved againſt 
any of them ; and, amongſt others, Mr. Bethe! was found guilty; al- 
though he was not preſent at any time, at or near Guild-hall, when the 
pretended Ryot was committed. . 

Within Two or Three days after this Trial, the Defendants, by Sir 
W. Williams, and Serjeant 7hompſon, their Councel, made application 
to the ſaid Chief Juſtice Sawrders, to Seal the Bill of Exceptions which 
had been tendered him in Court at the Trial, which he in-a great rage 
refuſed, ſaying, That he was not ſuch a Fool, to put his Seal to that
